Some Thoughts On The Production 


The production of a Broadway musical is an art of collaboration utilizing the minds ana 
talents of many people rather than just a few. The keen minds and talents cf many students 
of Grayling High School, as well as titzir adult advisors, have been used in this production 
of FIDDLER ON THE ROOF which you will see this evening. Atl of those who have had a part 
in this production are to be commended, for with this production, the theater has taken a 
giant stride forward in Grayling. 

To begin with, FIDDLER ON THE ROOF is a different kind of musical which makes it 
rather difficult for young companies to do; and secondly, this show has been put together 
here in the Joseph Stripe Auditorium which provided the company a much different 
atmosphere to work in and much unfamiliar equipment to work with. These two facts, when 
linked to a company with less experience than companies of the past, have made the 
production of this musical an often hectic and exasperating experience, but aiso a most 
rewarding one. 


Because FIDDLER ON THE ROOF is a little different, {| would tike to take this 
opportunity to discuss it briefly. Normally, a Broadway musical is considered more of a 
musical form than a literary form; normally people leave a muscial humming the tunes rather 
than pondering on the story. Not so in this show, for FIDDLER ON THE ROOF is the story of 
an oppressed people, a poor people whose very homes and lives are not only threatened by 
those who oppress them, but also dy their own younger generation who weaken the position 
even more by breaking established traditions and customs. 


Perhaps the most interesting aspect of FIODLER ON THE ROOF is its lack of familiar 
commercial attributes. Here is a musica! not only without its chorus line of pretty girls and 
fancy costumes and scenery, but a musical stained with genuine tragedy, and ending on a 
note, at best, no more cheerful than pathos. Yet there is real feeling here. Tevye's hot line to 
God which he never ceases to use, his passion and humanity, his relationship with his 
daughters, and, most of all perhaps, his compassion and understanding for the world 
around him make him the most unforgettable character in the modern musical theater. 


Lastly, FIDDLER ON THE ROOF is a the collaboration of many great minds in its 
originality. It began with the humorous Yiddish writings of Sholem Aleichem, then on to the 
talented pens of Joseph Stein and Sheldon Harnick. The lyrics are an integral part of the 
book. They both carry the action forward and go together with Jerry Bock’s music to give the 
Piece its authentic Yiddish feel. For example, how neat it is for the lyrics to introduce a 
Yiddish word, such as I'chaim or mazeltov, but in the same musical phrase also provide its 
translation.

Pet Chatter 
By Teri Andrews 


This is ihe last in tie series of 
lessons in obedience. 


During training, do not for- 


get to let the young dog play. 
For the pet dog, “retrieve and 
fetch” can be a part of both 
training and play. This exercise 
can be started auite early and it 
can bring light retief to both the 
pup and the handler. 

Choose a soft article to begin 
with, when the puppy is about 
12 weeks of age. At this early 
age the puppy may show no 
inclination to lake part in this 
exercise, in which ease it is best 
to wait until it is disposed to do 
so. Throw the article a short 
distance away and tell it to 
“fetch.” The puppy shouid trot 
off and find its “quarry.” When 
the puppy reaches the article 
and picks if up, repeat the 
order to “fetch” then give 
constant encouragement for the 
puppy to return, When it does 
so, lavish plenty of praise. 
When the object has vee 
released offer some food as a 
reward. The anticipation of this 
will quickly encourage the 
puppy to release the article. 
When the puppy performs well, 
and obviously enjoys doing so, 
make the animal bring back the 
objeci and sii it in front of you 
until the stick or ball is taken 
out of its mouth. The puppy can 
then be taught to move around 
its trainer and finish up sitting 
on his left hand side. 

The puppy bought as part of 
a family must learn to fit in 
with children. Children oust, 
of course, be allowed to play 
with the puppy, but miust be 
taught kindness and be taught 
to use only commands selected 
during training. Children must 
not shout at a puppy, Lease it, 
or lift it unnecessarily. 

See that the dog has grasped 
and fully mastered one exercise 
before guing on to another. A 
badly trained animal cannot be 
blamed for its deficiencies. 
These are the fault to the 
trainer and may be incorrigible, 
30 iL is worth taking the trouble 
to train a puppy properly.

For another point, it means that 
most Republicans are going to run 
as far away as they possibiy can 
from any White House strings in 
the upcoming genera! election. 
Gov, Milliken will face an uphill 
fight in Michigan, and he stated 
publicly after the Traxler victory 
that he feels a presidential visit on 
his behelf this fall would be 
“counter productive.” That's a 
voguish phrase that can be inter- 
preted as “Mr. Nixon, stay away.” 

And fer yet another point, it 
seems to me that the combination 
of the VanderVeen and Traxler 
victories—coupled with Democrat- 
ic victories in four out of five 
special congressional elections in 
recent weeks— means that this wil!

A job for body counters 


You have probably worried 
about the emnloyment problem 
faced by the U.S. military special- 
ists who used to count dead 
enemy bodies in the Vietnam war. 

ft is only natural that the 
American public has lost interest 
in the number of North (or was it 
South?) Vietnamese killed. The 
war continued but, after all, we are 
no longer doing the killing in 
person. We still supply the guns 
but somehow it’s just not the same 
thing when you don’t pul! the 
trigger yourself. Did John Wayne 
conquer Iwo Jima by parcel post? 

But remember, Lest We Forget. 
Just because we no longer care 
how many enemy are killed, we 
shouldn't forget the heroic job of 
arithemetic done for us during 
those precarious days when it had 
to be done. We at home awoke 
every morning secure in the 
Knowledge we wouid learn today 
exactly how’ many enemy were 
killed yesterday. And it was never a 
sloppy job. General Precise never 
announced “arround 1,000 enemy 
died yesterday.” He said “today’s 
body count was 1,563 enemy 
soldiers, 543 unfriendly civilians 
who got in the way, and 15 
Communist arms and legs not 
otherwise identified.” 

No patriotic American could 
help but admire the precision of 
General Precise and his counters. 
\t was not easy to go into battle 
with a hand calculator instead of a 
rifle. It was not easy to make 
certain an enemy body, no matter 
how limp, was not recorded as 
dead until it reaity was. 

Just because the body count is 
no longer necessary to our national 
survival, patriotic Americans 
should not forget the counters. We 
should be concerned about how 
they are getting along today. Other 
than working for the Auto Club on 
holidays, there’s not a big demand 
for body counters in civilian life.

EAST LANSING — The 
Aretic comes south this spring 
for John Sorenson of Grayling 
who is enrolled in a Michigan 
State University civil engineer- 
ing course. 

The course, offered in MSU's 
College of Engineering, empha- 
sizes how to construct build- 
ings, pipelines and roads in 
Arctic areas, while at the same 
time avoiding environmental 
disasters. 

“Permafrost, the permanent- 
ly fruzen ground in the Arctic 
can be seriously altered by 
warm buildings and warm 
pipelines. Excessive settlement 
of the pipeline supports creates 
the risk of ruptured pipes and 
large oil spills. Proper design 
and construction are critically 
important,” according to Dr. 
Orlando Andersland, instructor 
for the course. 

Through their studies, stu- 
dents can relate to Michigan 
winters and the problems it 
causes, such as frost heaves, 
potholes in paved roads and ice 
damage to structures.

A few years ago Earth Day was a popular 
socio-political event across the U.S., an unusual 
mixture of seriousness and celebration of spring. its 
purpose was to cail attention to the budding ecology 
movement and to reaifirm the value of ihe 
conservationist ethic. This year, however, amid the 
energy crisis and wide-spread predictions of short- 
ages, Earth Day and Earth Week both passed almost 
unnoticed. 

Yet the ecology movement has made substantia! 
progress. Most Americans seem aware of the dangers 
of polluted air, ravaged land and poisoned water and 
recognition is the first step toward solving those 
problems. 

The reason more hasn’t been done already i isn’t so 
much lack of good intentions as lack of agreement 
about effective, realistic solutions. And there was an 
unacceptable blend of elitism and unreality in some 
suggestions that conservation was more important 
than power, heat and light. 

gs Recent shortages have validated basic conserva- 
; tionist arguments by underscoring the.importance of 
i global interdependence. The past few years have 
ie demonstrated vividly that Mother Earth is essentially a 
fragile planet with a precarious ecological balance. 

But reminders must be continuous and above all 
reasoned, not the kind of scare-stories that were used 
in the past to arouse short-term emotional responses. 
Support is no longer automatically available to just 
anyone who wrans himself in the mantle of ecology. 
But we suspect it can be gaivanized behind most 
realistic proposals that treat conservation and ecology 
as part of a broad social picture inseparable from 
economic costs and political realities.

increase in worry and risk of exposure to the vagaries 
: of political fortune would hardly be worth perhaps a 
mere 15 percent increase in salary. This is good news 
for the taxpayer. Maybe fewer people will seek 
government jobs if the salary at the top of the pile is 
not too tempting. Uncle Sam already has a $33-billion 
payroll and 2.7-million civilian employees. It seems 
like that should be enough.

Do “Faith Healers” of today 
have the same gift of divine 
healing as Peter, Joho and 
others revealed in the New 
Testament? No, definitely not! 
God still heals people in answer 
to prayers of faith, but not 
through a special gift of heal- 
ing.

WASHINGTON —- Seven 
Midwestern Congressmen, in- 
cluding U. S. Representative 
Philip E. Ruppe, R-Houghton, 
petitioned the Federal Power 
Commission today for permis- 
sion to join in an application for 
an aretie gas pipeline that is 
now before that agency. 

In addition to Ruppe joining 
in the petition were Congress- 
man John B. Anderson (R-Ill.), 
Les Aspin (D-Wis.), Bob Berg- 
land (D-Minn.), Bill Frenzei 
(R-Minn.), Harold V. Froehlich 
(R-Wis.), and Dan Rostenkow- 
ski (D-IL). 

If accepted by the FPC, the 
petition will “enable us to 
participate in proceedings 
which will determine whether 
the enormous gas reserves of 
the Alaskan north slope will go 
to markets that need and 
deserve them,” the Congress- 
men said in a joint statement. 

A consortium of 27 compan- 
ies, i6 American and ii Can- 
adian, has filed applications for 
a 2600 mile gas pipeline com- 
plex from Prudhoe Bay, Alaska 
through Canada’s MacKenzie 

River Valley to the Midwest,

“Under existing statutes, the 
entire question of the pipeline 
route will be handled by the 
FPC and the Departments of 
State and Interior,” the Con- 
gressmen said in their stute- 
ment. 

“Barring unforeseen circum- 
stances, Congress will have no 


- role in this issue. Thus, the only. 


way that we, the elected rep- 
resentatives of the people will 
be most affected by this de 
cision, can ensure that their 
needs are protected is to 
intervene in the application 
process.” 

The Congressmen also noted 
that “the Canadian government 
has expressed strong support 
for a -trans Canadian 
Midwestern gas line, and is 
prepared to enter into agree- 
ments with the United States 
concerning usage rights and 
ownership.” 

As intervenors in the gas 
pipeline application, the Con- 
gressmen will have the status 
ef full participants, with the 
right to call and examine 
witnesses, subpoena records 
and papers, and have access to 
all information filed in the 
proceeding.

Then what is Michigari's Situation? 

Estimates of the state shortage vary widely too, 
but they’re much higher than what the USDA and 
tertilizer industry project for the nation. 

One survey of state fertilizer dealers, completed by 
the Michigan Agricuitural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service, shows the state faces a 51 per cent 
shortage of nitrogen fertilizer. 

Another survey, conducted by the Michigan Corp 
Reporting Service, went directly to some 4,000 farmers 
to ask their predictions. Finding: Michigan farmers say 
they are still unsure of 80 per cent of nitrogen this 
summer. 

Comments from individual farmers answering the 
survey are as widely divergent as the various 
projections by agencies. 

One says he expects to plant most crops as usual. 
But another reports: “If the fertilizer price goes up and 
the grain price goes down, | won’t need any.” He's 
ready to throw in the rake. 

How many Michigan farmers will react that way is 
anybody’s guess of course. But it’s safe to assume that 
higher prices for fertilizer will have some ramifications 
for the consumer—like higher prices next year. 

A recent report that the state nad iocaied sources 
of nitrogen fertilizer “sufficient to cover Michigan's 
anticipated 1974 farm shortage” may have been 
misinterpreted by those not in the know, 

The announcement did NOT mean that all is well. 

It does mean that farmers who want to pay much 
higher prices for fertilizer can get it from overseas 
sources. And those prices are in some cases al least 
double domestic prices. 

Baring the Facts
